Great Crowds Await Her Home Coming and 


Hiss Her on the Streets. 


WOMAN HAD TO LISTEN TO JEERS 


Condemned Before Her Trial, Woman Is Subjected 'to 


Inhuman Treatment at Hands 


of Mob. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. !!>.—A mob of 


10,000 Jeering, hooting, yelling men 
creeled Mrs. Casslc L. Chadwlck upon 
Tier return to Cleveland Wednesday 
afternoon. 


Insulting epithets wcro hurled nt her 


from hundreds of voices as she entered 
a carriage and was driven to tho 
United States marshal's olllce through 
densely crowded streets. 


'Where nio your securities." 
"How about the diamonds, Casslo?" 
"When are you going to pay up?" 
Those questions wore dinned Into 


the ears of tho frightened woman all 
tho way from the railway elation to 
tho United States marshal's ofllcc and 
then to tho jail. 
. 


Breathless, pale, nnd staggering, 


Mrs. Chndwlck was half carried up tho 
flights of stairs leading to tho mar- 
shal's 
office. 
Then 
she 
HWOOIIO:!.

placed in a cell 
she

fainted. 


Such was tho homecoming of tho 


woman who a month ago was recog- 
nized n,s one of the wealthiest wo- 
men In Cleveland, nnd against whom, 
so far as the public know, there was 
not a breath of susplclnn.

During all this time the crowd kept 


hooting and jeering, anil as the car- 
riages rolled away from the station 
they wore followed by some of tho 
crowd.

<viiy to the federal building through 
the hnslr.st part of tho city. Business 
men on tho way home, shoppcrn, and 
laborers seemed to have been noti- 
fied of tho woman's arrival, and crowd- 
ed to the curb. Tho jeers and hoots 
\veie inlcon up along the entire line, 
ind as each- square was pusned tho 
crowd continued to increase, nnd to 
ivold the Increasing excitement tho 
.illlcinis arranged to approach tho fed- 
eral building from the rear. 


The police were forced to drive the 


•:ro\vd away with clubs, while they 
extricated 
the carriages from the 


tangle with Hie coal wagons, near the 
federal 
hulldlus. 
After 
consuming 


about'twenty minutes In going a dis- 
tance of about twice as many feet, the 
prisoner's carriage was drawn up at 
the roar of-the-federal building, and, 
with the officers, she was tak-ni to the ' 
marshal's ofllcc on the fifth .floor. 


After the transaction of the formal 


proceedings 'transferring Mrs.' Chad- 
wlck from federal to state custody, 
the' trip to the jail began. The car- 
riage passed' through 'streets with 
thronged curbs only to rim the gantlet 
of another mob that.had been gath- 
ered for.hours.. Into the Jail the pris- 
oner was hurried to the accompani- 
ment of more shouts and jeer*, and 
the clicking, of photographers' cam- 
eras.

There Is no way of prevent- 
ing thin action,-but there is a way of 
avoiding serious results, and that Is 
to provide menus for rapidly carry- 
Ing off the heat, and that Is best, ac- 
complished by the free circulation of 
air through and around the pile. The 
peculiarity about 
thu fire In the In- 


terior of a pile of coal Is that It cokes 
a layer of coal all around the lire. 
and this coked layer will not readily 
let water through, so thnt drenching 
the pile from the, outside and expect- 
ing the water to soak in and put out 
the tiro Is an expectation which In not 
likely to be realized. The way to put 
out a fire in the center of a coal pile 
Is to push u sharp-pointed piece of 
perforated pipe Into the burning mass, 
couple the piece of pipe to the shop 
hose and turn on the water.—Railway 
and Locomotive Engineering.
